4 tremendous stors system, a counter- 
cyclone as big across as Earth and christened 
the Great Dark Spot, sarks the southern hesi- 
sphere. 


Voyager's vieo of Neptune vas almost upstaged by 
the planet's largest soon, Triton, called “the 
post curious thing ae've ever seen” by Voyager 
geologist Laurence Soderbloa. Already kngon as 
an astronomical renegade because it is the only 
large soon in the solor system chose orbit is in 
the opposite direction of its parent planet's 
rotation. Triton shoved a face mottled like the 
finest Italian pink marble. 


Triton seesed to have a history like ice creas 
carried home in fugust: frozen, selted, then 
frozen again.
